The  witness  duly  sworn  states: 

•y  name  Is  Inthony  Fr-ncols  Paulus  HlWi,  I  an  Netherlander 
by  nationality.  I  an  36  years  of  agej  my  yoriranent  home  . 

Batavia,  where  I  am  living  at  present. 
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of  the  Tar  East.  Dates  of  apnointmgnt:  1°2'°  language  student 
at  Leyden  University.  Holland,  1911  language  student  In  China 
and  Japan,  1935  staff  member,  1940  reader  in  cultural  history, 
1941  lecturer-extraordinary. 

On  February  22,  1942,  as  a  naval  ratings,  second  reserve, 
untrained,  I  amis  called  up  for  service  with  the  Royal  Navy, 
with  orders  to  resort  to  the  Navy  Department  at  Bandoeng.  I 
reported  there  on  23  February  and  was  attached  to  a  section  of 
the  War  Office,  under  the  direct  orders  of  Commander  L.  Brouwer, 
R.N.  (at  present  in  Tokyo,  Japan).  On  2  liarch  I  was  commissioned 
as  sub-lieu tenant,  Royal  Naval  Reserve,  Special  Service  Branch. 

On  6th  "arch  at  approx.  22.00  hrs.  I  was  summoned  by  my 
colleague  of  the  Bureau  for  East  Asiatic  Affairs,  H.  HAGENAAR 
(at  present  in  Holland)  to  attach  myself  immediately  to  the 
suite  of  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  of  the  N.E.I., 
where  I  duly  reported.  The  next  morning  I  informed  the  War 
Office. 

On  7th  Vareh  at  aporox.  15.30  hrs.  the  Governor  General 
and  his  suite  moved  from  the  Resident's  house  to  a  villa  on  a 
hillside  on  the  outskirts  of  Bandoeng,  aftor  a  Japanese  bombing 
attack,  during  which  bombs  had  fallen  on  all  sides  of  the 
Resident's  house. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  morning  of  8  Uarch  there  wore 
several  Japanese  planes  continuously  over  Bandoeng.  Because  of 
the  danger  of  air  attack  -  I  do  not  remember  whether  any  bombs 
were  actually  dropped;  in  any  case  not  in  our  vicinity  -  the 
Governor  General  and  most  of  his  suite  (X  amongst  them)  were 
in  the  very  large  and  commodious  airraid  shelter  built  deop 
into  the  hillside.  The  shelter  was  connected  by  telephone.  I 
presume  at  that  time  I  must  have  loomed  that  during  the  night 
talks  had  been  started  between  the  Netherlands  Indies  forces 
holding  Bandoeng  and  the  Japanese,  who  had  broken  through  at 
Lembang;  these  talks  were  at  that  moment  proceeding  at  ’Tilla 
Isola,  on  the  road  to  Lom.bang.  Shortly  beforo  10,00  hrs  the 
Governor  General  was  required  on  the  telephone  and  from  his 
remarks  we  understood  that  his  presence  had  been  demanded  by  the 
Japanese  at  the  abovementioned  talks.  The  Governor  General 
refused,  stating  that  his  presence  was  definitely  not  needed 
in  talks  concerning  the  surrender  of  n  single  locality  such  as 
tha  Bandoeng  area.  Soon  afterwards  the  Governor  General  was 
avain  wanted  on  the  telephone  and  this  time  he  was  informed 
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that  the  Japaneso  absolutely  demanded  his  presonee,  et  Sce'oang 
however,  and  that  unless  he  complied  with  this  demand  immediately 
Bandoeng  town  was  to  be  bombed.  Under  these  circumstances  the 
Governor  General  felt  that  he  could  not  but  give  in.  -  (I  heard 
later  from  somebody  who  had  been  present  at  Villa  Tsola,  that 
as  soon  as  the  Governor  General's  consent  had  become  known 
the.r$  a  Japanese  officer  who  had  shown  signo  of  great  nervous¬ 
ness,  rushed  to  the  wide  lawn  and  leid  out  a  signal  sheet 
pattern,  ordering  the  Japanese  bombers  not  to  attack) . 
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The  Governor  General  left  the  villa  immediately  afterwards. 
He  was  accompanied  by  his  two  aides  Lieut.  Col.  L.  LANZING  B.N. 
I. A.,  and  Lt.  Commander  H.  Baron  VAN  TILL,  R.N.,  the  Secretary 
General  KIVIROK,  the  Chef  de  Cabinet  Er.  r,  IDEKBITG,  the  staff- 
member  of  the  Bureau  for  last  Asiatic  Affairs  H.  HAGEKAAE,  and 
tay3elf.  We  were  joined  -  I  presume  right  at  the  villa  -  by  the 
C-in-C  Royal  K.E.I.  Arr.y,  Lieut.  Gen.  H.  TIR  POOFTEN  and  his 
suite  in  several  motorcars,  the  General's  car  driving  in  front 
and  carrying  the  white  flag.  Ai  Villa  Isola  two  cars  with 
Japanese  military  joined  us.  After  a  difficult  trip  we  arrived 
at  Soebang. 


At  Soebang  we  waited  for  some  time  in  the  cars,  to  be  told 
eventually  that  the  Governor  General  was  expected  at  the  air¬ 
field  Kali  Djati,  so  we  went  there. 


At  Kali  Djati  our  party  were  made  to  wait  in  the  airfield's 
sergeants1  mess,  where  we  were  joined  by  a  number  of  Japanese 
officers,  amongst  them  the  G.O.C.  Airforces,  who  made  a  fiery 
speech  commemorating  Japan's  victory.  After  considerable  time, 
two  hours  at  least,  the  Governor  General  was  a3ked  to  choose  a 
§pall  number  of  people  to  accompany  him  at  the  coming  talks, 

««  there  would  not  be  sufficient  space  to  accorTr<odate  the  whole 
N,£. I.  party.  Eventually  we  proceeded  to  a  married  officers' 
quarters  close  by. 


The  talks  were  held  in  the  dining  room:  the  front  room  was 
filled  with  newspaper  reporters  and  moving  picture  people  and 
tl^e  communicatii^  double  doors  were  wide  open.  The  Governor 
Gqperal  eat  facing  Lieut.  Gen.  IKAI/UPAj  at  his  right  hand  Lt. 
Gep.  TER  POORTEN,  I  do  not  remember  the  seating  of  Vaj.  Gen. 
BAXKERE  (Chief  of  Eteff)  and  Kaj.  Gen.  PIEMAN  (CLC.C.  Bandoeng 
area).  Behind  the  chairs  Nessre.  Kiveron,  Idenburg  and  myself  - 
possibly  also  Kir.  Hagenaar,  were  left  standing,  ''•n  Lt.  Gen. 
B^KURA's  right  was  his  Chief  of  Staff,  on  his  left  the  G.O.C. 
Airforces.  Behind  their  chairs  there  stood  a  considerable 
number  of  Japanese  officers,  at  least  twenty. 
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mho  talks  must  have  started  about  16.30  hrs.  I  have 
clear  recoilaction  of  the  exact  sequence  of  tho  questions  arU 
’nswers,  nor  of  course  of  their  complete  contents.  ..o’vever., 
this  -ns  rv  first  attaint  at  interesting  and  I  found  it  un- 
cornonly  difficult,  mrtlcvl irl'-  «  It.  3cn.  XVMSHA  persisted 
in  quoting  a  draft,  written  in  the  usual  high  flown  style,  r ore 
easily  read  than  understood.  Tho  result  was  that  -ft or  'bout 
tan  minutes  I  was  floundering  so  badly  that  a  Japanese  left  the 
r^nks  behind  the  General's  chairs  and  offered  to  take  over  and 
was  permitted  to  do  so;  he  was  T.  ''IYOSHI ,  formerly  of  the 
Japanese  Consulate  General  at  Batavia. 

The  first  question  was,  whether  the  Governor  General  as 
C-in-C  of  the  N.E.I.  sen,  land  and  air  forces  had  come  to  subnit 
the  surrender  of  these  forces.  The  answer  took  sore  tine,  ns 
it  g*ve  rise  to  several  new  cmostions.  The  short  of  -t  was. 
no,  he  hnd  core  because  he  had  been  summoned  to  be  present  at 
talks  concerning  the  surrender  of  Bandoeng,  with  th^  threat 
that  this  town  was  to  bo  destroyed  by  aerial  bobbing  in  cas<-  o 
did  not  r»pee-r.  Furthermore  ho  w-’s  unable  -  willingness  ^P^rt  " 
to  h^nd  in  any  surrender  t  :rrs,  as  his  constitutional  powers  as 
commander- in-chief  of  the  N.E.I.  forces  had  been  expressly 
cancelled  bv  the  Netherlands  Governnent  a  few  days  previously. 
Tho  reply  to  these  statements  was,  that  tho  Japanese  were  not 
moing  to  let  themselves  bo  tricked  by  a  piece  of  political 
skull-duggory  and  that  in  their  oyos  the  Governor  General  still 
was  the  C-in-C  of  the  N.E.I.  Forces. 

The  next  point  was:  surrender  of  the  N.&.I.  Forces.  The 
Governor  General  maintained  th-t  he  had  boen  summoned  in  jonnuc- 
tion  with  the  surrender  of  Bandoeng  only.  This  question  a  s 
entered  into  at  some  length.  The  Japanese  rode  two  points. 

1  Bandoeng  ts  only  of  swell  importance,  it  was  theirs  for 
the  taking?8'" s  tho  oStor  defences  had  already  been  smashed:  two 
or  three  d°ys  more  would  sea  them  in  tho  town.  2.  ih~  j.O.C. 
Urforces  insisted  that  the  surrender  of  3andoong  -  town  or 
^r  ;a  -  would  be  useless,  -s  air  reconnaissance  he d  sho*7n  con¬ 
siderable  bodies  of  N.E.I.  trooos  withdrawing  into  the  difficult 
mountain  area  around  the  Bandoeng  plateau. 

Tho  upshot  of  these  discussions  was  tho  renewed  demand  of 
the  Japanese  C-in-C  that  the  Governor  Goneral  tender  the  un¬ 
conditional  surrender  of  all  N.E.I.  forces,  the  demand  no 
accompanied  by  the  threat  that  unless  ho  complied,  Bancoeng 
was  to  bo  bombed  flat. 
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After  some  more  talk  the  unconditional  surrender  was  agreed 
to,  with  two  or  throe  days  grace  for  troops  in  outlying  areas. 
The  v/holo  orocoedings  wore  verbal;  I  do  not  remember  the 
Governor  General  signing  any  document. 

At  this  stage  the  Governor  General  and  his  personal  suite  - 
i.e.  Messrs.  K7.V3R0H  and  IDENBUKO  (I:\GENAAR?)  and  I  -  wore  told 
to  leave  the  room  and  wait  outside;  purely  military  matters 
were  going  to  be  arranged  v/ith  the  generals  alone. 

After  ''bout  three  quarters  of  an  hour's  waiting  under  the 
eaves  of  the  house  in  the  drilling  rain,  we  left  together  for 
the  sergeants'  mess  and  immediately  afterwards  for  -andoeng, 
accompanied  bv  a  truck  with  Japanese  engineers  to  help  us 
across  the  difficult  patches  in  the  road.  /e  arrived  back  in 
Bandoeng  r.t  approx.  0C.30  hrs,  March  9,  194-2.
